DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

Applicant's Amendment filed on Sept. 8, 2006 has been received and entered. Claims 1- 
9 are cancelled and claims 1 8-27 are newly added. Therefore, claims 1 0-27 are now pending in 
the current application. 



Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I. the specifics of a MVA LCD panel wherein the first electrode pattern is parallel to 
each data line, comprises a first embodiment corresponding to Figure 4 (claims 
10-18); 

II. the specifics of a MVA LCD panel wherein the first electrode pattern is 
perpendicular to each data line, comprises a second embodiment corresponding to 
Figure 5 (claims 19-27). 

The species are independent or distinct because with the different electrode pattern 
arrangement results in different alignment of the liquid crystal molecules, thus result in different 
viewing angle properties, hence are patentably distinct from one another. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
